Evidence This Morning was Given 
by Peter Gunn, M.P.P. for Lac 
Ste Anne, F. C. Ciare and 
H. J. Dawson 


The Fisheries Commission appoint- 
ed by the Dominion to investigate the 
fisheries of the provinces of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta held the first of 
the series of sessions arranged for Bd- 
monton in the Board of Trade rooms 
this morning. 

Owing to the fact that insufficient 
notice was given of the place of meeta 
ing the attendance was small Five 
or six persons, however, appeared = in 


the course of the morning, and the 
session was fully occupied with  ad- 
dresses from the members of the 
commission and the hearing of evi 


dence from those who were present to 


“ive information or to make repre 
sentations to the commission, 
Professor B. Prince, of Ottawa, Do 


minion commissioner of fisheries, who 


is chairman of the commission, open- 
ed the meeting with an address, in 
which he outlined the work of the 


commission and suggested the matters 
which they were prepared to consider, 
What Evidence is Wanted. 

He stated that they were in Edmon 
ton to obtain evidence on the past and 
present condition of the local waters, 
kinds of fish, scarcity or abundance, 
spawning times or places, favorable 


or unfavorable conditions, ete., and 
also to receive suggestions as to the 
best means of improving the local 
fish supply, introducing desirable 


species and such other information as | 


would enadSle the commission to re- 


commend improved fishery regulations | 


to conserve the fisheries in the lakes 
and rivers of the two provinces. 

He announced that they would meet 
for this purpose at two o'clock this 
aiternvon and again tomorrow morte 
ing. lt was their intention to make 
a personal inspection of the more im- 
portant of the waters within reach, 


and in sevén or eight days, probably | 


on Saturday week, they would hold 
another session in Edmonton, before 
leaving for the south, where they 
would hold sessions in Wetaskiwin, 
Lacombe, Red Deer, McLeod, Banff, 
Calgary, Swift Current, Medicine Hat 
and Regina. 
Hoped to Visit North. 

They hoped before returning to the 
east to visit the northern lakes,  in- 
cluding Lesser Slave Lake, and had 
planned a long trip which would take 
them east by way of Cumberland Lake 
into the Saskatchewan waters. They 
had determined that they would not 
make recommendatiops without hav- 
ing the best information as to the con- 
ditions of the lakes. It had been al- 
leged that some of the lakes in Alber. 
ta were already showing signs of de- 
pletion from various causes. Some 
of them, it was said, had been ovels 
crowded and the fish had died; in 
other places there had been waste 
through killing of fish at spawning 
seasons, 
that there had been over-fishing by 
American companies for commercial 
purposes, They would be glad to 
have information on all these points, 

Speak of Sporting Fish. 

Judge McGuire spoke briefly on the 
conditions to be considered in the re- 
stocking of lakes, and Dr, Sisley, who 
represents the Province of Alberta, 
spoke of sporting fish. One conclu 
sion he had reached was that each 
province must have its own hatchery, 
Further, he emphasised the necessity 
of eexreising care in the introduction 
of new species, illustrating this by 
mntioning the German carp, introduc 
ed by the Americanauthorities into 
Lake Erie, where it had done incal- 
culable mischief.

Hospital Figures Misleading. 
The only real indication of the prev- 
jalenee of typhoid is the record of mor- 
tality. The people who usually go to 
hospitals are those who have no homes 
in the city. They stay on their feet 
until their cases are serious and their 
powers of resistance are undermined, 
Consequently, the mortality rate of 
10 per cent. for hospitals is somewhat | 
misleading.

Here's the Real Danger. 
“The danger in the existence of un- 


reported cases is that they are adding 
to the probability of infection for oth- 
ers. The old idea that typhoid was 
contagious is thoroughly exploded, and 
with it the theory that typhvuid germs 
Physical contact fur- 
nishes the means of contagion. Pers- 
piration, saliva, bath water, half-eat- 
en food, assist in the work of com- 
municating germs. 

“How does this truth affect Toron- 
to? Various causes are assigned for 
the typhoid of this city. ‘Vacation ty- 
phoid,’ bad milk, and bad food, must 
take their share of biame, but the 
great outstanding cause is bad water. 
It is bad, and everyone knows it. We 
are drinking sewage. 

We're Drinking It. . 

“Yet we can’t crink sewage and not 
contract typhoid, unless typhoid germs 
present in the water. Now, with 
500 eases of typhoid in the city, what 
are the chances for typhoid bacteria 
setting into the water? The germs 
go into the sewers, then out into the 
bay, through the eastern and western 
gaps, and across the mouth of the in- 
tuke pipe, where they get into the 
water supply : 

“What is the remedy? I believe 
that the filtration plant is the only 
solution . Rush the work. That guar- 
antees the permanent remedy, But 
in the meantime what is to be done? 
I see that the city engineer proposes 
to build a sand cam across the west- 
ern gap. This may do a little good in 
keeping the bacteriu in the bay until 
they die before letting them into the 
lake.

The Iniquitous Clauses. 

“On page 321, 1909 statues, there is 
one clause Which Mr. Riley considers 
important and iniquitous.

The analysis 
deals principally with the movement of 
population in Belgium as indicated by 
the statistics in the year book of births, 
marriages, deaths, emigration and im- 
migration, By the courtesy of Mr. Fisher 
we are able to make the following ex. 
tracts from Mr. Cote’s communication; 
Population of Belgium. 

On December 31, 1908, the population 
of Belgium had risem to 7,386,444, or 650 
per square mile, During the decade 
188) to 1900 the population of Belgium 
inereased at the rate of 10.28 per cent. 
Belgium, thus, 46 regards increase of 
population, taking fifth place amongst 
European countries and after Germany, 
Holi@md, Italy and Switzerland. ‘This 
proportion of 10.28 per cent. in Belgium 
is reduced to 1.61 per cent, in France, 

In point of density of population Bel- 
gium comes next to Saxony, which has 


778 per square mile and leaves far be- 
hind those other countries whos’ rate 
per square mile is etill very high, viz: 
Holland 460, Great Britain 458, and 
Germany 29. If the figures be exam- 
ined by région or by arrondissement we 
make some curious discoveries, for we 
find that the population followe a regu- 
lar movement of decrease im the arron- 
diseements of Phillippeville; Virton, 
Ath and Marche, while in a dozen ar. 
rondissements the increase is over the 
average. This is especially, marked im 
the arrondissements of Antwerp, Ostend, 
Brussels and Charleroi. We find there 
fore a growing concentration im urban 
industirial centres to the detriment of 
these that are mainly agricultural. 
Emigration and Immigration. 

The growth of a country’s population 
depends upon three factors: migration, 
births and deaths. In Belgium the first 
of these fectore has but a relative e6ig 
nificance. In 1908 the excess of immi- 
grants over emmigranits was 5,861. There 
were then altogether 38,155 immigrante, 
chiefly from France, Holland and Ger- 
many, compared with a total of 32,294 
emigrants. Belgians emigrate little 
In 1908, 82,294 persons quitted Belgian 
territory, but 82 per cent. of these emi 
grants went into France, Germany and 
Holland. It is not prebable that all the 
remaining 18 per cent, went to America, 
The statietios of the Canadian Govern. 
ment Agent at Antwerp show that an 
average of from 1,800 to 2,000 Belgians 
proceed annually to Canada. If there 
fore Belgium in 1908 lest 32,204 of its 
citizens ehe had an immigration of 38,- 
155, cr an excess of 5,861 immigrants 
over the emigrants. 

A Declining Birthrate. 


Births play another important part. 
Tn 4908, the absolute number, of births 
WaeT83 834, a Uecrease of 15,243 from the 
figures of 1901, This is the more note. 
worthy since the total population of 
1908 exceeded by, 585,445 inhabitants the 
total population of 1901. Simce 1901 the 
number of births has constantly de. 
chined and the extent of this decline be- 
comes more marked if the births be 
ctmpared with the total population, 
The proportion of births to population 
which was $2.47 per 1.000 during the 
pericd 1867-1876 fell to 28.29 during the 
period 1897-1006. At present it is 24.89. 
The four provinces of Limburg, Luxem- 
burg and Western Flanders give us the 
highest birthrate in proportion to popu- 
lation. Elsewhere there is @ decrease 
which is especially marked in the pro 
vinces of Leige and Brabamt. Thus in 
Belgium as in most European countries 
there is a fall in the birthrate, 

Influence of the Marriage Rate. 

Thie phenomen of a falling birthrate 
causes uneasiness, because it does not 
correspond with any decrease in the 
number (ef miarriages. From 1907 to 
198 there was, it is true, a certain de 
cline, 57,564 marriages in 1908 against 
$8,560 marriages in 197, but the pro- 
portion of marriages per 1,000 inhabit. 
ante was higher in 1908 than dt was, for 
example, in 1890 or 1870, which were the 
pericds of high birthrate, While there- 
‘fore statistics to not explain, they are 
not without interest im proving that 
countries with a high marriage rate are 
not necessarily these of a high birthrate, 
Thus France has recorded as many as 
8) marriages per 1,000 inhabitants, and 
yet we know what appalling results are 
indicated by the French annual statis. 
tics. At any rate in Belgium, side by 
side with the maintenance of a satis 
factory marriage rate, there is a decline 
of births, whilst there is aleo a relative 
decrease in the number of illegitimate 
births. In 1891 the number of iblegiti- 
mate births was 7,20 per cent. It rane 
during the period 1891 to 1900 to B40 
per oent, At present it ig 6.16 per cent 

Notice now the increasing number of 
divarces, In 1908 there were 892, or 
one divorce for every 65 marriagts, In 
1840 the proportion was one divorce for 
1,175. Since 1890 the imerease in the 
number of divorets has made alarming 
progress, 

Statistics of Mortality. 

When we come to deaths the official 
statistics are more reassuring. The ab- 
solute number of deaths in 1908 was 
121,964, or 16.51 per 1,000. In fact the 
propertion of deaths shows a constant 
decline. ‘The fall is especially striking 


if we cone'der that Belgium hed former. 
ly the propartions of 24.47 (1855) and 
28.50 (1871), 

Decrease in Epidemic Diseases. 

Analyeing theee statistics more closely 
and comparing them with medical static. | 
tical information we find that since 1880 | 
ep'demic and infectious diseases have 
d:minighfd in intensity, The number | 
of deaths caueed by smallpox, scarlet | 
fever, croup and typhoid have materially | 
decreased. But endemic diseases, chronic 
d'seases of the lungs and respiratory or. | 
gens, coniinue a Yarge tal} 
Moreover, there is a regular increase in 
the deaths due to violent causes. 

Larger Prevalence of Suicidé. 

The number of suicides increases. | 
There was from 1871 to 1880, upon the 
average, one suicide per 12,146 tnhiwbit. | 
ants. Belgium had sadly lowered this 
proportion to one suicide per 7,616 in-

What has here been etated as te emi. 
gration does nit indicate that our par. 
ticipation in the Brussels Exhibition has 
not been greatly useful to Canada, al 
though in my opinion it will do Jittle 
to bring ue Belgian colonists.

ticipation im the Bruesels Exhibition will 
have the effect cf. making us better 
known in all the countries of Europe, 
auch ae Holland, Germany, ¢te., whose 
citizens have come in great numbers to 
visit our pavilion. It will aleo have the 
result, I am eure, of considerably ex- 
tendng the commercial relations between 
Canada and Belgium.

Suggestions Made to Dominion 
Fisheries’ Commission to Conserve 
Western Fisheries—Prof, Prince 
Says Commission Will Advise 
Stocking Some Lakes With Game 
Fish. 


The members of the Fisheries Com- 
mission appointed by the Dominion 
Government to investigate the fisheries 
of the provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta arrived in thg city last night, 
and will hold their first session in the 
offices of the board of trade at 10 
o'clock this morning. Another session 
will be held at the same hour and in 
the same place tomorrow morning. 
The commission will next week visit 
Wabamun, Pigeon and Cooking lakes 
and Lac Ste. Anne and Lac La Biche. 

The commission is composed of for- 
mer Chief Justice MeGuire, of Prince 
Albert, Dr. Siseley, of Calgary, and 
Prof. EB. Prince, of Ottawa, Dominion 


commissioner of fisheries, who is 


chairman, Sessions have been held in 
Regina, Prince Albert, Lanigan, Wyn- 
yard, Battleford, Saskatoon and Bre- 
saylor. At all of these sessions in Sas- 
katchewan there was a large attend- 
ance and.the greatest interest was 
manifested by the fishermen and set- 
tlers in the work of the commission.

“There is a strong feeling among 
the fishermen and settlers “said Prof. 
Prinee, “that these western waters 
form a great asset from a food point 
of view, and in consequence the sys- | 
tem of commericai fishing which per- 
mits the large American companies to 
come into the country and to export 
enoromus quantities of fish to the 
markets of the United States should 
be effectively restricted. Many men 
who have appeared before the com- 
mission to give evidence have even | 
gone so far as to suggest that the ex- 
portation of fish to the United States 
should be prohibited, this being the 
ohly apparent method by which the 
American companies can be controll- 
ed,” 

“Another feature of the evidence 
before the commission” added Prof. 
Prince,“has been the suggestion receiv- 
ed from the sport lovers, who desire 
that some of tne lakes be stocked with 
game fish. I may tell you that it is

THE ANNEXATION MOVEMENT. 

Hon. R. Lentieux said no more than 
the truth when 
paper that talk of the annexation of 
Canada to the United States is 
fined to England. On this continent 
we hear little of it; That little 
this side the line is always by 
of reference to a bygone time and cir-

cumstance. Beyond the line it comes 
from gentlemen who have dined not 
wisely but too Well. In neither coun- 
try is it a project, nor even a possi- 
bility of being made such, Canadians 
have no More though of joining the 
United States than of joining Mexico 
or any other-power. The 


people recognize this fact, and con- 


American 


cern themselves with things more pro- 


fitable than what might have been but 
is not and cannot be. 

So far as annexation enters into the 
calculations of the two peoples it is 
annexation of another character. So 
far from being by the 
United States, Canada is annexing” 
“the people of the United States at 
the rate of more than hundred 
thousand or so per year—and with 
every apparent intent of keeping up 
the good work for leng period of 
years. That our American friends— 
so many as are left of them—are in- 
terested in this movement they leave 
no manner of doubt. In divers ways 
which admit of ne misunderstanding 
they demonstrate a very lively inter- 
est in the proeeeding. In Chicago a 
“Why go to Canada’ campaign = is 
launched in hope of preventing the 
depopulation of the middle west. The 
railroad companies, the newspapers, 
the governments, state and federal, 
have joined forcea to rivet the atten- 
tion of the American people on the 
wnused Opportunities in their own 
country to the end that they ‘or some 
of them may be saved from the cur- 
rent that runs Canadaward 

Canadians too, are deeply interested 
in this annexation movement. They 
enjoy it immensely, and with the best 
of reasons. It brings them every year 
scores of: tlousands of farmers experi- 
enced in-farming a country similar to 
the Canadian West, farmers too with 
the money to go into business on a 
large scale and the enterprise and 
skill to do it successfully. It turns 
stretches of wilderness into settled 
townships; causes fields of golden 
wheat to ripen where nothing useful 
to man er valuable to the country 
grew before; plants a village where 
the coyote was lord of all he survey- 
ed; induces railways to build where 
no one thought of building them be- 
fore; expands our hamlets into towns 
and our towns into cities, All this it 
does, or helps mightily to do. And in- 
directly it is also doing something of 
worth to the’ Empire, in which Can- 
ada aiso finds satisfaction. It in- 
creasing the annual store in the ‘‘gran- 
ary of the Empire.’ It is causing 
thousands of people born in the Re- 
public to make homes for themselves 
and their children under the British 
flag; thus multiplying the bonds of 
sentiment and interest which hold the 
two countries in friendly relation, It 
is paving the way for freer, better 
trade relations between the people 
who live north and south of the in- 
ternational boundary In brief, Can- 
ada is annexing the American people, 
for the good of themselves, of Can- 
ada, of the Empire and the race. 

For the United States it may not be 
80 good; at least some people there 
seem to think it is not good by the 
strenuous att ts they are making 
to stop the movement——vain attempts, 
But the Republic is a populous coun- 
try and can stand a heayy strain with- 
out depletion. And, of course, should 
the worst come to the worst; should 
the exodus reach the extent of general

depopulation of the covnatry beyond 
the border; should the time come 
when the sound of the hammer no 


longer fre-echoes among the rocks of 
New England when the chirp of the 
binder ceases in the valleys of the 
Middie West, when the orange groves 
of California droop and perish in an 
empty desert; when a distressed gov- 
ernment at Washington finds itself no 
ionger able to wring from its few ana 
impoverished people the means of 
self-defence; when the palaces of 
Fifth avenue are tenantless; when even 
the odor of Chicago's pride has vanish- 
ed from the earth; when sand storme 
and seismic shocks have reduced Sap 
Francisco to a problem for the anti- 
quary; should that dark day come 
upon the Republic, Canada will re 
member in pity the land whose ruiv 
she brought about, will generously 
proffer the protection of our fleet and 
army to our helpless neighbor, 
even extend, if need be, the blessing 
Of a strong and ordered government 
over the unfortunate country whose 
people she has “annexed.”

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EXPORT GRAIN MOVES SLOWLY. 

The Toronto Globe reviews the ex- 
port grain market as follows: 

Canada’s export trade in grain has 
made a sluggish beginning this sea- 
son. Dealets at the Board of Trade 
remember a year ago this time, when 
fully five million bushels of the West- 
ern crop had been shipped for ex- 
port. So far this season, with lower 
prices ruling, no more than half a 
million bushels have gone out of the 
country. The reason for the great 
difference in the two yéara is the 
weaker condition of the British mar. 
ket. Liverpool cables have deciinea 
almost a penny a day during the past 
week, and, of course, have depressed 
prices in Canada and the United 
States. Russia and the Danubian dis. 
tricts are supplying tthe abundance 
of grain which has so increased the 
world shipmenis in the last month ana 
has given a bearish tone to the mar- 
kets of England and the continent. 
Both of these exporting countries are 
underselling Canada on the foreign 
exchanges. 

Milling Demand, Present Source of 
Strength. 

Manitoba wheat will have to drop 
before the English buyer can step in 
and create a demand. A strong point 
of superiority which the Canadian 
dealer holds over his continental com- 
petitors is the high quality of the 
Manitoba wheat this year, as com- 
pared with the low-grade crop har- 
vested in Russia, This means that 
the foreign trade would rather have 
the good northern wheat from Al- 
berta. 

The steady movement of wheat trom 
Fort William and Port Arthur since 
the new crop has commenced to be 
delivered has been to supply domes- 
tic milling demands, As soon as east. 
ern millers are filled up, and the elev- 
ators at lake and bay ports have ex- 
hausted their holding capacity, tne 
country will then ¢ in absolute ne- 
cessity of an outlet. The exportable 
surplus will then, as in other years, 
set current market values, That 1s, 
if the farmer, who again holds the key 
to Canada's commercial situation, sees 
fit to deliver his goods.
